She Yields to the Demands of 
Warlike France, 


But Not in a Manner 
Satisfactory. 


Delimitation of Frontiers, Also 


Indemnities. 


THE FRENCH MINISTER TO LEAVE. 


A Desire to Force the King’s Hand—Terms of 
the Reply to the Uitimatum—Two 
Million Francs In- 
dcmnity. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

PARIS, July 23.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) At midnight it is 
Stated that Siam's reply to France's 
ultimatum is considered unsatisfactory, 
and the French Minister resident will 
probably leave Bangkok on Wednesday 
to go aboard a cruiser. 

The refusal of the French Minister of 
Foreign Affairs to give Siam an exten- 
sion of time is ascribed to his desire 
to force Siam’s hand and prevent her 
negotiating for British support. 

The Siamese government proposes, 
without, however, making it a condi- 
tion, the appointment of a mixed com- 
mission to inquire into the question of 
damages, and the amount of money 
indemnities mentioned in the French 
demand. The Siamese government will 
immediately deposit f.3,000,000 to cover 
the amount of indemnification desig- 
nated above. 

The Kins, however, has reason to 
believe that after proper inquiry this 
Sum will be found to exceed the amount 
of indemnities claimable in justice by 
the French government. The _ reply 
closes by saying the Siamese govern- 
ment is confident that in acceding to 
the demands of the French government 
in this manner, it has given proof of 
its sincere desire to maintain good 
relations and to settle in a most com- 
plete manner all pending questions. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

PARIS, July 23.—Siam's reply is sub- 
stantially as follows: “‘His Majesty re- 
grets that no precise definition was ever 
given him of what His Majesty is to 
understand by the expression ‘rights 
of the empire of Annam and the king- 


dom of Cambodia on the left bank of 
the Mekong River, and the islands of 


the Mekong River.’ His Majesty has 
ever been ready to,abandon al! terri- 
tories over which the existence of these 
rights should have been proved, and, 
five months ago, proposed to submit all 
contested points to international arbi- 
tration. 

‘“‘Now he consents to the delimitation 
of the frontiers between Siam and 
Cambodia. All of the territory on the 
left bank of the Mekong River, south 
of a line drawn from the most north- 
erly of the Siamese military posts, re- 
cently occupied by Franco-Annamese 
troops, to another point situated in the 
same latitude—that is, on the 18th de- 
gree of north latitude — will be re- 
garded as Annamite and Cambodian 
territory. 

“The river below this point indicated 
shall become the line of separation be- 
tween the neighboring States as far as 
the point where the river enters Cam- 
bodian territory, the use of the islands 
in the river being common to the three 
coterminous States. The King deplores 
the loss experienced by both sides in 
connection with the Keng-Kien and 
Khammon incidents, as well as the col- 
lision at the mouth of the Menam 
River. 

“The Bangbien will be liberated, and 
the other satisfaction demanded will, 
if necessary, be given, as far as is com- 
patible with ordimary justice, and the 
independence of the Siamese govern- 
ment, which the French government 
declared its desire to respect. The four 
persons found guilty of acts of personal 
aggression against French subjects will 
be punished, and, whefever necessary, 
compensation in money will be made to 
the relatives of the victims. 

“The claims made by French sub- 
jects on account of the injuries alleged 
to have been suffered by them, Owing to 
the action of the Siamese officials, are 
contested by the latter. The King, how- 
ever, agrees not to insist on a question 
of principle, and to hand over to the 
French government f.2,000,000 for the 
benefit of those who suffered as above.” 

The eighteenth parallel mentioned in 
the Siamese reply cuts the Mekong 
River in line with Khan Muon, where 
Capt. Luce is now operating with the 
French force. The French claim, in 
fact, fixed the twenty-third parallel as 
the northern boundary. As the north- 
ern frontier of Cambodia is along the 
fourteenth parallel, Siam, in her reply, 
grants only half what_the French de- 
manda. 

Paris newspapers, led by Le Temps, 
are conducting a vigorous campaign in 
favor of the government’s full demand, 
and are warning Great Britain against 
any interference in the present compli- 
eation. 

Dispatches from Bangkok say the 
territorial demands of France are re- 
garded there as very vague. The 
Siamese, although intensely excited, 
are displaying great self-control. 

FROM BANGKOK. 

LONDON, July 223.—The Bangkok 

correspondent of the Daily Chronicle 


says: 

“The Siamese warships are anchored 
one mile from the French, crowded 
with men ready for action. Their in- 
tention is, in case the French com- 
mence hostilities, to steam down and 
ram_the French gunboats, attempt to 
board them in force and attack their 
crews with fixed bayonets. The Ger- 
man gunboat Wolf has arrived.” 

The Bangkok correspondent of -the 
London Times says: ““On Saturday the 
French gunboats were fixing the chain 


, Siamese ports of Powadone, 


armor amidships. The Siamese ves- 
sels were also preparing for action. 
All have steam up. The French lega- 
tion professes to believe that the gun- 
boats cannot cross the bar until high 
tide on Wednesday, which would leave 
time to complete an amicable settle- 
ment.” 

The territory Siam offers to sacrifice 
covers the extreme point of the kecently | 
attempted French aggression. The ces- 
sion involves the evacuation of the 
Altopen 
and Lurgpang. I am credibly informed 
that Russia recently sounded Siam as 
to whether the latter Was disposed to 
concede the Island of Selang or Junk- 
ceylon on the 8th degree of north lati- 
tude and west of the Malay Peninsula, 
for a Russian naval station. The naval 
authorities consider the Salang as of 
great strategical importance. 

Develle had long conferences with 
Premier Dupuy all of today, and only 
at the last minute was it decided to im- 
part to the press Siam’s reply and the 
government's @ecision. It is stated 
thet Develle has notified Admiral 
Humann to proceed at once to declare 
a blockade. The Soir comments thus 
in an extra edition on Siam’s reply: 
“Siam concedes only the least import- 
ant of the conditions put by France. 
He resistance is due obviously to En- 
glish influence. M. Develle would do 
well to speak clearly and firmly to Lord 
Dufferin.”’ 


THE FIRE FIEND. 


Incipient Conflagrations Checked 
in Chicago. 


The Exposition Closed for Sunday —The Man- 
ufactures Building Escapes a Blaze— 
A Fire in Schiller's 
Theatre.

CHICAGO, July 23.—<By the Associ- 
ated Press.) The World's Fair was 
closed today to all but employees, com- 
missioners and newspaper representa- 
tives. The whole aspect of the grounds 
was one of peaceful quiet. 

Another serious fire in the Manufac- 
tures building, chargeable again to the 
careless handling of fireworks outside, 
was only averted last night by the 
prompt work of the firemen. 

Two of these occurrences in one week 
have been enough, and hereafter fire- 
works, if any are sent up, will have to 
go off from a float a thousand feet out 
in the lake. 

A panic was narrowly averted in the 
Palmer House early this morning by a 
fire in the hotel laundry in the base- 
ment. A great volume of smoke rolled 
up through the halls and _ into the 
rooms, seriously alarming the guests, 
who were, however, quickly assured 
that there was no danger. 

Tonight, as the curtain was rung up 
at the Schiller Theater. 1. volume of 
smoke poured out inio the auditorium. 
It came from a fire which started in 
the cafe in the basement, and, at the 
request of the management of the the- 
ater, the audience left in an orderly 
manner. The fire was quickly stopped 
with a trifling loss. 


BARRED THEM OUT. 


A New Ruling That Wifl Make Difficulties 
for Chinese. 

NEW YORK July 23.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The Treasury Depart- 
ment at Washington has instructed Col- 
lector Hendricks that hereafter the cer- 
tificate of the Chinese consul at this 
port, Chan Chang Tseng, will not be re- 
ceived in proof of identification of any 
ChBRiese who hav: ,gone from this 
country to China and wish to come in 
again. 

The effect of the new order will be 
that every Chinese merchant who de- 
sires to go abroad and return will have 
to do so at his own risk, and will have 
to take the burden of proof of his 
identity upon himself. This order pro- 
duced consternation in Chinatown, and 
on Friday night the association of Chi- 
nese merchants held a meeting to con- 
sider it. They arrived at no conclu- 
sion, and will hold arother meeting. 
The reason of the order was that cer- 
tificates were perverted ‘from their 
legal purpose. 


CHINESE PIRATES. 
A Dutch Steamer Captured ani Passengers 
Made Prisoners. 


LONDON, July 23.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) A dispatch to the 
Times from Singapore says that, on 
Thursday night, a piratical outbreak 
occurred among the Chinese passen- 
gers on the Dutch steamer Rajah 
Kongsee trading on the coast of: Ac- 
geen. 

The Chinese attacked the crew of the 
steamer, killing the English captain, 
the mate and twenty-two of the Asi- 
atic sailors, and wounding fifteen oth- 
ers, They then quitted the vessel, 
taking home the passengers as cap- 
tives. 


MONEY PLENTIFUL. 


The London Market Lacking Borrowers at 1: 
Per Cent. 

LONDON, July 25.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) The convictionthat 
gold will be in heavy demand during 
the autumn months, especially for the 
United States, has stiffened discounts 


in the last week. and tle rate has been | 


maintained steady at 1/4 for three 
months. Money bas been plentiful, ana 
it has been difficult to find borrowers at 
1g or 1 per cent. Early in the week 
silver was in good demand in several 
quarters, and inquiries were made on 
behalf of several Indian princes with a 
view to the increase of national cur- 
rency.

The Barbarous" Proceedings ol 


Lynching Mob, 


The Victim’s Body is Made 
a Plaything. 


His Dismembered Trunk Dragged 
Through the Streets. 


THE PUNISHMENT AND THE CRIME. 


Hanged, Mutilated, Burned and Otherwise 
Outraged —The Sheriff Plays a Weak 
Part in the Affair--The Crime 
That of a Mob.

MEMPHIS (Tenn.,) July 23.—(Special.) 
While the feeling remains that Lee 
Walker, the ratisher of two colored 
women, and who attempted to ravish 
Miss Mollie McCadden, deserved death, 
yet the manner of his taking off by 
the mob on Saturday, and the awful 
barbarities which followed the hang- 
ing, are condemned by all good citi- 
zens, and the Commercial, in an edi- 
torial this morning, unstintedly con- 
demned Sheriff McLennon for his 
criminal weakness in not resisting the 
lynchers. 

Had the mob been led by the citi- 
zens of Bond Station, where Miss Mc- 
Cadden lived, or had any citizen of 
repute here engaged in it, it would be 
looked at differently, but the facts are 
that the lynchers were drunken hood- 
lumg, and it is recognized that they 
were moved, not by any high principle 
of vengeance, but merely by a brutal 
desire for blood, which was proven by 
the barbarities perpetrated on the dead 
body later on. 

The mob did not seek to avenge the 
two colored women, and-the attempt 
on Miss McCadden failed of its pur- 
pose because of the bravery of her 
sister. A few drunken switchmen bat- 
tered down the side door to the jait 


-with a bar of railroad iron for fully 


thirty minutes. These few begged in 
vain for the crowd to follow them 
into the jail yard. No one would go, 
and the great bulk of the crowd were 
there only as spectators. At this stage, 
the three ringleaders were arrested and 
They begged to 
be released, but the Sherift’s friends 
pleaded with him to keep them locked 
up, assuring him that such method 
would stop further trouble, but he 
turned them loose on their promise to 
go home. 

Up te that time no attempt had been 
made to force the front doors. When 
these men were turned loose and the 
crowd became satisfied that no one 
would be hurt, the front doors were 
forced and the crowd swarmed into 
the corridor. There was still an ample 
force of deputy sheriffs and policemen 
to keep the crowd from battering down 
the iron door to the body of the jail, 
but, under the Sheriff's instructions, 
not a pistol, a gun, or even a police- 
man’s club was allowed to be used. 
Then the Sheriff was accidently 
struck on the head with a chair and 
retired to a room. » 

The deputies and policemen having 
no leader, simply stood by and 
watched a handful of men batter down 
the door. The prisoner was brought 
out with a rope around his neck. A 
square away, he was hung up to a 
telegraph pole. While the rope was 
being adjusted, men  gashed the 
negro’s neck and his’ side and legs 
with knives. His clothes were strip- 
ped off, and as the naked body was 
swung up he was already nearly dead, 
with blood streaming down his body. 

Further brutalities at once corn- 
menced. The body was dashed against 
the telegraph pole. When it was cut 
down it was kicked and spurned. Then 
arose the cry, ““‘Burn him."” Wood was 
brought from a neighboring wood-yard 
and a large fire was made in the 
street. The naked body was then 
thrown on it, and the crowd jested and 
laughed as the flesh  Oblistered and 
warped under the heat. That was at 
midnight, and for four hours a drunken 
remnant of the mob had sport with the 
carcass. 

With legs and arms burned off, the 
bowels and brain protruding, the 
ghastly relic-hunters broke off the 
teeth, the nails, bits of the skull and 
pieces of burnt flesh for pocket pieces. 
A rope was tied around the body and 
it was dragged through the streets to 
the courthouse, where it was again 
hanged to a street car center pole. It 
fell, and was again lashed to the pole. 
At 4 o'clock this morning the police 
scattered a score of men and boys, 
all who were left of the mob, and the 
county undertaker. at length got pos- 
session of the body. 

A coroner's jury today returned the 
usual verdict of ‘‘Death by hanging at 
the hands of unknown parties.’ 
of the mob were masked, 
was no concealment.

A Rabid Speech by the liners’ 
President. 


He Proposes to Give the ‘‘Scabs'’ a Good 
Thrashing..The Women to Lead 
the Way. -An Uncasy 
Feeling,

WEIR CITY (Kan.,) July 22.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The Sabbath passed 
quietly in this district. The mine-own- 
ers decided not to accept the protec- 
tion of the deputy sheriffs offered by 
Sheriff Arnold, who, they say, recruited 
them from the ranks of the strikers. 
The owners are arming their own men. 

President Walters of the miners’ as- 
sociation returned from Missouri last 
night, and addressed a big mass-meet- 
ing of strikers, praising them for the 
work they did at the pit where the riot 
occurred. He regretted he was absent 
at the time for he would have been 
glad to have led the men to the con- 
flict. He urged them to keep on going 
to the pits and talking to the men. 

‘“*Remember,” said he, ‘I do not urge 
violence. Let the women go first, but 
let the me~ follow to see that they are 
not insulted by scabs and blacklegs. 
Don't be afraid; the only charge upon 
which you can be arrested is that of 
trespass, and that doesn’t amount to 
anything. 

“The only way to win this strike is 
to win it—and you know what that 
means. If we catch the scabs out after 
dark and give them a good thrashing, 
what can be done? They cannot call 
out the troops for that.”’ These re- 
marks by President Walters were 
cheered. They have, however, created 
an uneasy feeling in other circles, and 
mine-owners fear violence will increase 
from now on. It is understood that 
hundreds of miners, thrown out of 
work in Colorado by the closing of the 
mines, have been ngaged to come here. 


Plenty of Help. 

KANSAS CITY, July 23.—Gov. Lew- 
elling, in an interview today, speaking 
of the coal strike, said that it was un- 
fortunate that the necessity for the 
strike arose at the time. Every laborer 
now ought to seek to retain his employ- 
ment. The thousands of miners thrown 
out of work in Colorado would doubt- 
less come to the Kansas mines and this 
strike would be broken, and the mine- 
owners could put wages at their own 
figures. 


GEN. VANDEVER DEAD.

NEW YORK, July 23.—(Ry the Assoe 
ciated Press.) Juan Andreoni, alias 
Juan Daodati, alias Giovani Cavalero, 
said to be one of the most noted safe- 
crackers and all-round thieves in Bue 
rope, Was arrested here last evening. 
Over a year igo he succeeded in gain- 
ing the confidence of Marius Malnatl 
and his cousin, who keep a cafe in Mar- 
feilles, France, passing himself off as a 
Spanish artist... One day he disappeared, 
together with f£.30,000 cash and a large 
quantity of Marseilles city bonds. Thig 
was one year ago last May, and the 
most strenuous efforts gf the French 
police have failed to locate him. He 
came to this country as Giovanni Cav- 
alero, and lived in good style, claiming’ 
to be stock broker. 

In March he visited a banking-house 
to sell the stolen bonds. They bore 
Malnati’s name, and the firm, being 
suspicious agreed to purchase the bonds, 
paying $200 down and asking a few 
days’ time to look them up. Cavalero 
went away, and the bankers instituted 
an investigation which speedily brought 
out the story of the rightful owners. 
Marius Malnati came to this country 
armed with the proper documents to 
secure the thief, but Cavalero had evi- 
dently been alarmed, and never’ 
turned to the banking-house. 

Malnati would not give up, and, hir- 
ing apartments, determined to haunt 
the streets in hopes of finally catching 
his man. Last evening he came upon 
him, talking with a woman. Malnati 
rushed up to Policeman McConnell and 
told his story. Unfortunately, he had 
none of the necessary papers with him, 
and the policeman could not make the 
arrest. 

Sympathizing with the Frenchman's 
grief at the prospect of losing his man, 
McConnell suggested that if Malnati 
would perpetrate a vigorous assault 
upon Cavalero, he (the polteeman) could 
run them both in over night. The 
Frenchman jumped with delight, and 
rushing at Cavalero, dealt him a furt- 
ous blow. Calavero looked around in 
surprise, and recognizing his victim, 
gave «a yell, and fled into the basement 
of a hotel near by. Malnati was not to 
be beaten, however, and dragged him 
back to the street, pounding him vigor- 
ously. McConnell then arrested both 
men, and, when arraigned before Jus- 
tice Hogan this morning, and the facts 
were related, Malnati was released, and 
Cavalero held for examination to give 
Malnati time to put the matter in 
proper form. 


LEAF FIBERS. 


Interesting Statements Regarding Production 
in the United States.

BLAIR’S TALK. 


He Scores the Chinese Emigration Policy of 
This Government. 

ASBURY PARK (N. J.,) July 23.— 
(By the Associated Press.) Ex-United 
States Senator Blair of New Hamp- 
shire, appointed as Minister to China, 
and who was repudiated by that gov- 
ernment, delivered an address at the 
Fifth Avenue—-Auditorium, this after- 
noon, before a vast assembly. His 
theme was the true relation of our na- 
tion to the other great nations of the 
earth, antt he dwelt with particular 
force on the question of Chinese emi- 
gration. 

. He asked: “‘What are we to do with 
the great and pressing problem of emi- 
gration? Is it our duty to admit them 
indiscriminately?" In referring to the 
mongolian he said: *‘Had it been per- 
mitted, 20,000,000 Mongolians would now 
be occupying the western portion of 
this country.” 

Further on he said: “‘There is a pop- 
ulation of 15,000 in New York, who are 
sapping the life blood of the American 
laborer.”’ He said: “They can live on 
20 cents a day, where it takes $2 to sup- 
port Americans.”’ 

He continued in this strain, -and 
urged .self-preservation by shutting out 
the Mongolians. He cited the treaties 
with China as mistakes, as the advan- 
tages were on the side of the China- 
man, and claimed that the acts of 1888 
and 1892 did not go far enough in deal- 
ing with this dangerous people. He 
asserted that foreign powers were dip- 
lomatically trying to create antipathy 
between China and this couytry for 
selfish commercial objects, and declared 
that Great. Britain was the most active 
nation in inviting bad blood.

The manuever which he 
proposed the fleet should perform 
would have been successfully carried 
out had our brave’ brothers in En- 
gland’s service not been equal to the 
opportunity and given themselves as a 
willing sacrifice for the cause of Ire- 
land. 

“We have sworn brothers now on al- 
most every English warship. We have 
them in English regiments, at home 
and abroad, and wherever the English 
flag floats, there also may our men be 
found. We are now in a_ position 
which we never before attained, of 
striking England in every corner of the 
globe. Forward, brothers, the fight 
must go on unceasingly. No opportun- 
ity must be lost of striking England, 
nor must we hesitate to use against 
her Whatever science and inventive 
genius may place in our hands,” 


THEIR ARGUIPENT. 


A Mass-meeting of Silver Advocates Held at 
Butte. 

RUTTE (Mont.,) July 23.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)

had been no silver law in existence. 

With regard to the cost of producing 
silver, the address asserts flatly that 
every ounce of silver produced in the 
United States costs more than $1.29 per 
ounce. The Sherman law, it concedes, 
is wrong in principle, because it de- 
grades silver into a mere commodity to 
be buffeted about by unprincipled spec- 
ulators. At the same time, treasury 
notes ‘ssued under its provisions have 
been of inestimable benefit, by increas- 
ing circulation at a critical time, and 
thus preventing disaster.

Amendments Made in the 
Various Counties.

Baseball Seems to Be a Lost Art

The uncertainty regarding the game 
laws has been the subject of much 
comment recently among sportsmen. 
Over the entire State the boards of su- 
pervisors have been changing the open- 
ing and closing days of the various sea- 
sons referring to the different kinds of 
game. A brief list of the amendments 
to the general game law made in the 
southern counties will doubtless prove 
both of value and interest to local 
sportsmen. Under the general law of 
the State the killing of game and catch- 
ing of fish are confined to the following 
seasons: 

Deer from September 1 to October 15, 
quail from September 1 to March 1, 
doves from August 1 to March 1, ducks 
from September 1 to March 1, trout 
from April 1 to November 1. 

The changes in the above seasons 
thus far reported are as follows: 

Deer.—Los Angeles, July 15 to Sep- 
tember 1; Ventura, July 15 to Septem- 
ber 15. 

The only noted change in the open 
season for ducks in this section has 
been San Diego, September 1 to May 15. 

in Ventura county the shooting of 
quail, dove or wild duck for market is 
prohibited at all seasons.

Morris 
won, but the grand spurt made by Col- 
lins at the finish almost won him the 
race. As Morris was the favorite in 
the betting, there is every reason to 
believe that the best man won. The 
announced time was 93-5 seconds, 
which beats the world’s record.

THE OUTFALL. 


Progress of Work on the 
Big Sewer. 


Four of the Ten Sections Already 
Completed. 


Contractors Pushing Matters All 
Along the Line. 


Another Section to Be Commenced Today — 
The Whole Job Expected to Be 
Finished by the Middle 

of November. > 


There are now four of the ten sec- 
tions of the outfall sewer completed. 
These sre section 1, built by Contractor 
Rebman; section 2, built by Frick 
Bros.; section 7, built by Frick Bros.; 
and section 8, built by Contractors 
Hugh & Meyers. The balance of the 
sections are now under construction, 
except sections 3 and 10, on the first of 
which work will be commenced next 
week, and the latter is entirely an iron 
pipe section, consisting of the iron pipe 
connecting with the end of section 9 


iron for this pipe has not yet arrived, 
and there is plenty of time for hying 
it, since section 9 is not yet completed. 

A reporter of The Times drove over 
the line of the outfall sewer lately and 
viewed the condition of the work. The 
busiest scene just now is found on sec- 
tions 4 and 5, which are being built by 
Contractors Mackay & Young. Sec- 
tion 3 is to be built by Contractor 
Mansfield; it will be a wooden pipe 
section, and will comprise the eastern 
siphon. Contractor Mansfield will also 
build section 6, which will also be a 
wood pipe section, and will comprise 
the western siphon. All of the balance 
of the sewer, save these two siphon sec- 
tions, is, or will be, of brick. Sections 
4 and 5, which Contractors Mackay & 
Young are constructing, join each other, 
and lie between sections 3 and 6: They 
are the tunnel sections, and they are 
built of a size sufficient to accommo- 
date. the outflow of sewage from the 
city, no matter how large it shall grow. 
They are, in short, intended to be per- 
manent, and to last for all time. 

These tunnel sections commence at 
Hyde Park on the line of the Santa 
Fe Railroad, and are over a mile in 
length. 

Of these tunnel sections, there is an 
agercgate of 5800 feet that will be 414x6 
feet, egg-shaped sewer, the wide part 
at the bottom. This is the part in- 
tended never to be tampered with after 
it is once closed up, and to last for all 
time. Of this, 2900 and 2400 feet are 
bored through high hills, where the 
formation is a sand and gravelly earth, 


which appears to have been deposited | 


by water. It is much akin to the 
beach. Between these two tunnels 
there is 500 feet of “open cut” sewer; 
that is, the sewer, instead of being laid 
in a tunnel, is laid at the bottom of a 
great ditch, perhaps twenty-five feet 
deep, which it has been found less ex- 
pensive to dig to get at the level on 
which to lay the sewer than to tunnel 
through the formation. This egg-shaped 
sewer is .comprised of a concrete and 
cement bed, which covers the bottom 
and reaches up the sides to where the 
arch springs, where its construction 
changes to a double thickness of brick. 
The frame about which these oval walls 
are built is an original idea of Capt. 
Mackay, so novel that he thinks af 
procuring a patent on it. The way 
usually adopted is to build a skeleton 
framework of the size and shape of 
the interior of the sewer, then lay the 
bricks on top of this, using it as a mold. 
This framework is torn out after the 
mortar has set, and the structure wil! 
support itself. Capt. Mackay has de-* 
vised a moveable frame skeleton mold 
which can be lifted out and used as 
many times as desired. 
four ribs, set two feet apart, each rib 
being two light T rails hinged together 
at the top; the bottoms of each of the 
ribs are hinged to a piece of flat board, 
which reaches half way across the bot- 
tom, where it meets its opposite neigh- 
bor of the same kind, and when the 
loose ends of these two boards meet in 
the center, the bottom of the two- 
hinged ribs are pushed the maximum 
distance apart, and so held in plaee, 
while boards are laid over the frame 
thus made, and the bricks are laid 
thereon; when the walls are finished, 
the frame is removed by lifting up. the 
boards at the bottom, when the ribs 
collapse, and the frame can be pulled 
out, 

There has been about twenty-nine 
hundred feet of this sewer completed, 
a part of which is 40-inch sewer. The 
ends of this large sewer (the 442x6 feet) 
will have double heads, each forty 
inches. These heads connect with a 
small-run of 40-inch sewer, when it 
runs into the wood siphon pipe. It is 
so designed that, should ever this wood 
siphon pipe need replacing, a new 
pipe could be built and connection 
made with the closed head of the big 
sewer, whilé thé old’ pfpe ‘was still’ itf. 
use, so there would be no interruption’ 
to the flow of the sewage. There are 
now about one hundred and twenty 
men at work on these two sections, and 
Capt. Mackay says they will be fin- 


Contractor J: H. Mansfield com- 
menced work on section 6 a week ago. 
He has broken.ground for a mile of 
sewer, and is now down on a level of 
about four feet. The soil is adobe, and 
very refractory. The sewer here will 
be laid at a uniform depth of about 
eight feet from the surface, There will 
be two manholes in the wood pipe 
which forms this sewer, and these are 
to allow Mr. Freeman, through whose 
ranch the sewer passes, to take out 
water for irrigation. When the map- 
holes are taken off, the water will 
spout out, being ferced by the pressure 
afforded by the levels above the siphon. 

Today the camp will be moved from 
section 6 to section 3, where work will 
be commenced. The reason of this is 
that the ground over which section 3 
runs is low, and as soon as the winter 
rains set in, it becomes wet for the 
winter, and to dig through that soil 
then would be digging through mud; 
it is desired, therefore, to get this sec- 
tion completed before the rains set in, 
when the camp will be moved back to 
section 6, and that completed. There 
are twenty-five men in the camp. 

Frick Bros. commenced work on sec- 
tion 9 on Thursday last, working from 
the sea inward. He has eighteen men. 
He is driving tunnels through the sand 
dunes, and will have to drive three 
tunnels in succession, there being 
that many ridges to penetrate. The 
job is not a big one, and is expected to 
be finished shortly. It is expected that 
the whole work will be finished by the 
middle of November.

SAN DIEGO JETTY. 


Bids for the Work Opened in 
San Francisco. 


Some Trouble Over informalities in the Two 
Lowest Bids—The Work to Be 
Completed in Nine 
Months. 


Bids for the construction of the jetty 
at the entrance to the harbor at San 
Diego were opened by the government 
engineers at San Francisco on Friday. 
There wefe cight in number, and show 
a wide range, the lowest being $31.82 as 
a unit in the aggregate, and $58.50 the 
highest. As Col. Benyaurd was absent 
from the city, and will not return for 
ten days, no action will be taken at 
least for that length of time. The Call 
of Saturday says: 

“There is an endless amount of red 
tape in connection with all government 
work, and the specifications for the 
proposed jetty are enfolded in a multi- 
tude of legal requirements that, to the 
ordinary mind, are simply provocative 
of trouble. One of the very simplest 
requirements, however, and one that is 
always introduced when bids are called 
for, is that each bid shall be accompa-

nied by the names of two guarantors 
prepared to qualify to the amount of 
$3000 each, such guarantors to be pro- 
nounced sufficient by one of the judges 
of the United States “courts, or some 
other officer of the Federal govern- 
ment. The bidder securing the con- 
tract also will be required, within ten 
days of his receiving the contract, to 
give security in $20,000. 

“It appears that the two lowest bid- 
ders, and those that figure first in the 
foregoing, failed to have seals attached 
to their bids, in proof of attestation, 
and also failed to have the signatures 
witnes¥ed.’ Apart from these technical 
omissions their bids are in order. But 
it is just the failure to observe these 
litle technicalities that is causing other 
of the bidding firms to get their scalp- 
ing knives in order and make ready for 
an onslaught: when Col. Benyaurd re- 
turns. 

‘According to the specifications, if it 
chooses, the government can award the 
contract minus the bid for erecting the 
office. building. In any case, it is said 
there is not much money in the con- 
tract for either of the first two bidders. 

“The length of the jetty has not been 
decided upon, as the appropriatig@ on 
hand only amounts to 5,000, and 
about $10,000 of this sum ll be con- 
sumed in defraying the expenses of the 
government's representatives who will 
be in charge of the work. 

“In width, however, the jetty will 
measure thirty-two feet over all, and a 
double-track, standard-gauge railroad 
will be constructed on the trestle work. 
The crest of the jetty will be at the 
level of the mid-tide, with sides slop- 
ing in such a manner as best to resist 
the action of the waves. On the line of 
the jetty the low-water depths vary 
from one to eleven feet, the average 
being from three to five feet. The 
maximum depth of over fifteen feet is 
fou in certain places. 

“The jetty will revet the shore line at 
the extremity of Coronado North Isl- 
and, and when finished will act as a 
breakwater to the entrance to the bay, 
where steamers have at present to 
take such a devious course in order to 

shoals. 
rhe rock-to be used in the work 
procured from any point 
nearer than the Sweetwater quarry, 
which is twenty-four miles distant; or 
from Waterman's quarry, on the Cuy- 
amaca road, nearly twenty-six miles 
distant.

This is a truism, the statement 
reserved for 
Fourth of July gatherings. It is also 
pretty generally understood that the 
moribund monarchies of effete Europe 
are far—very far—away behind in the 
mundane procession. Yet, in spite of 
these facts, it occasionally happens that 
an intelligent American returns from a 
trip to Europe with a vague impression 
that there are some things which are 
better managed in the Old World than 
in the new, and from which we of the 
I'nited States might profitably take a 
lesson. And in nine cases out of ten 
you will find that the first thing which 
strikes the said intelligent American 
with the eagle eye is the different 
method of managing cities which pre- 
vails across the water. 

In the United States, municipal gov- 
ernment has beeome a ‘by-word and a 
reproach in most of our large cities, 
The offices are regarded as legitimate 
perquisites for political partisans, whose 
last idea is the advantage of the city 
which they represent, They are in of- 
fice long as the “pull” holds, to 
make as much as they*can during that 
period. In Europe the government of 
a city is an established institution, not 
subject to political vicissitudes, and 
conducted on strict principles for the 
benefit of the residents at large, irre- 
spective of the wishes of a favored few. 
Of course this savors of “‘paternalism,” 
but would not a touch of paternalism 
be ‘something of an improvement over 
our present municipal methods, pro- 
viding the right sort of pater be set at 
the head, and armed with a big club? 
To make a handsome, orderly, conven- 
jent and healthful city, there must be

Take. for instance, Berlin, the Chi- 
cago of Europe. Following the exam- 
ple of its American prototype, that 


city will shortly take in suburban 
towns which will give it a population 
of more than three million, making it 
the second city in the world. Before 
the war with France, the inhabitants 
numbered only 750,000. Like Chicago, 
terlin is built upon a plain as flat as 
a floor, the river and its branches and 
eanals traversing it in various direc- 
tions. There is no place in the world 
where there is such a uniformity of 
good buildings. The houses are of vast 
size, and you can drive for miles and 
miles through broad, well-paved streets, 
which are walled with three, four and 
five-story houses, all substantially 
built. and all looking clean and new. 
Rerlin is not a healthy place for 
shoddy contractors, 

Berlin claims to be 
aged city in the world. 
regulate the style of the buildings 
which shall be put up. A dog kennel 
cannot be built without showing a de- 
sien of it at the City Hall, and no man 
can put up a signboard on his own 
house until he has shown a diagram of 
it, and obtained the permission of the 
city government. All this is revolting 
in the extreme to the free-born Amer- 
jean citizen, but all the same it results 
in the creation of a city which is the 
pride of its inhabitants, and the ad- 
miration of visitors. The citizens do 
not object to these restrictions, be- 
cause they know that their only ob- 
ject is the improvement of the city. 

In Berlin, when you build a house, 
you are not allowed to litter the street 
with your bricks and mortar, and all 
the materials for building must be kept 
inside of the lot. You have to fence off 
the street while the building is going 
on, and when your house has reached 
the height of the second story, you 
must build a roof out over the side- 
walk, to prevent the bricks or mortar 
falling on those passing below. This, 
again, is evidently an absurd and ty- 
rannical restriction, The average inde- 
pendent American would nmather have a 
ton of bricks fall on him than submit to 
such tyranny. Nor does a portion of 
the street have to be devoted to the 
leisurely mixing of mortar,

Nearly all the mortar is mixed at one 
place, and there is a mortar company 
which sells it, ready-made, to the build- 
ers, delivering it in iron wagons. This 
company-is paying dividends of 25 per 
cent. 

Berlin makes. a profit of $1,250,000 
a year over all its expenses. The city 
owns two-thirds of the gas stock, and it 
sees that its people have good light ata 
reasonable price. There are gas lamps 
at the corner of every street, of taste- 
ful pattern, with four burners and '‘re- 
flectors above 16 increase the power of 
the light. The city insures its own 
buildings. First the dwellings have to 
be as nearly as possible fire-proof, and 
then every man has to take out an in- 
surance policy. No over-insurance is al- 
lowed. 

The streets of Berlin are mostly 
paved with asphalt, and are kept so 
clean that you can drop a handker- 
chicf* almost anywhere and pick it up 
without. soiling it. The city takes care 
of its own sewers, and has a*number of 
farms on its outskirts, over which the 


street sweepings are scattered. The 
sewerage is pumped out of the sewers 
on the farms, and through this the 
land has become the most fertile of 
Germany. 
is done by boys, who are at work on 
every block, gathering up the dirt as 
it accumulates, and on a wet day 
scrubbing off the streets with rubber 
scrapers and hose. If the scrubbing is 
done at night, clean sand js scattered 
over the streets to prevent the horses 
from falling. It costs the city more 
than $500,000 a year to keep the streets 
clean. The civil service rules obtain 
even as to these boys, and their wages 
are raised after they have been work- 
ing on the streets for three years. The 
buildings are also kept clean, and every 
man has to wash down his house at 
stated periods. 

In short, the whole city is run in the 
interest of the people, and of health 
and beauty, rather than in the interest 
of politicians and corporations, 

Of course, 111 this is impossible under 
a system which every two years parcels 
the municipal offices out as a reward 
for party services. Should the voters 
of our large cities ever realize that 
there is not necessarily an intimate re- 
lation between the management . of 
streets and sewers and the policy of 
the Federal administration, we may 
possibly see in America such a city as 
that which is here described; otherwise, 
we must be content to admire it at a 
distance, 


The Silver Status. 

Silver purchases have been made by 
the government at 70 cents, the lowest 
price yet touched. This is getting very 
near to half the standard value. Should 
the market value drop 5 cents more, 
the silver in a dollar will be worth just 
50 cents, while a dime will contain a 
nickel’s worth of the white metal, an 
anomalous condition of affairs which 
evidently cannot last. 

The New York World obtained the 
views on the silver question of every 
Governor and United States Senator in 
the Southern States and west of the 
Missouri River. They were asked 
whether or not they favor the repeal of 
the Sherman law, and what measure 
they would substitute for it if they do 
not favor unconditional repeal. So far 
as heard from, not a single Southern or 
Western Governor or United. States 
Senator favors the Sherman law out 
and out. All are willing and many are 
anxious that it be repealed, condition- 
ally, but do not agree as to what ought 
to be substituted for it. Nearly all the 
Western and some Southern statesmen 
favor absolute free coinage of silver. ° 

If the support of the solid South 
could be obtained for a free coinage 
measure, its prospects would, of course, 
be greatly enhanced. The silver men 
count largely on this assistance. 

A report comes from New York that 
a far-reaching plan has been adopted, 
by which it is hoped to manufacture a 
sentiment in favor of repealing the 
Sherman act, and against the passage 
of a silver substitute. This is to be 
done through the banks of the coun- 
try, and over one thousand persons 
are now said to be actively engaged in 
the scheme. The president of every 
bank in the country is expected .to, use 
whatever means he has at his command 
to bring his customers to his way of 
thinking. While not plainly stated, it 
is intimated that, if neccessary, effect- 
ual pressure might be brought to bear 
upon borrowers of money from. the 
banks to sign petitions to be used 
against silver. ; 

Such a plan as this, if carried beyond 
the line of legitimate argument, would 
only tend to irritate the other side, and 
lessen the chances of reaching a satis- 
factory agreement. What is wanted is 
a full, fair and free discussion of the 
question, on its merits. 

Under the pressure of much adverse 
criticism, Mr. Preston, acting director 
af the mint, has given out a statement 
for publication regarding the policy of 
the treasury in using the London mar- 
ket as a basis for silver purchases, 
rather than that of New York. Mr. 
Preston claims that, in accordance with 
the law, the price of silver in the Lon- 
don market must necessarily be taken 
yet he admits that the 
“nglish market is very largely sup- 
plied by the United States, and quotes 
from a London paper the"statement 


that London holds no large stock of 


silver. Under these circumstances it is 
difficult to see why the United States 
should not take a hand at naming the 
market value of silver,

The silver question comes home to 
the families of thousands in Colorado. 
The closing down of silver mines and 
smelters, and the reduction of forces 
in the coal mines, railways and fac- 
tories, have resulted in placing 10,000 
idle men on the streets of Denver, and 
20,000 in outside towns. The East will 
feel it also, as it is estimated that 
Rocky Mountain merchants have coun- 
termanded orders for goods in New 
York to the amount of over $12,000,000. 
Congress will have a difficult nut to 
crack at the extra session.

The Subject Discussed by 
Rev. Dr. Tayler. 
Three Instances of Cures Effected 
by Christ. 


A Distinct Method Practiced in Each 
Case. 


Mental Healing, Faith and Prayer and Medi- 
cal Treatment Commended as All Be~ 
ing in Accord With Chris- 
tian Belief.

Second, 
the healing of a sick woman, not on ac- 
count of her own faith, but on account 
of the faith of the sick one’s friends— 
the case of the Syro-Phoenician woman, 
And third, a case of healing because of 
the faith and prayer of the one healed— 
the woman with an issue of bldod men- 
tioned by St. Mark. These were three 
different cases healed by Christ for dif- 
ferent reasons. 

Then three distinct methods of heal- 
ing were spoken of. There were others, 
but three would serve the purpose. 
First, by Christ speaking the word 
only, although the patient was at @ 
distance—the nobleman’s son. Second, 
by personal command, “Take up thy 
And third, by material 


the anointing of the eyes of the blind 
with clay and spittle, and ordering him 
to walk in the pool of Siloam. We, 
logically conclude that, al- 
though Christ had all power to heal, he 
operated in varying methods to teach 
us lessons. The anointing with clay 
and spittle was to teach us not to de- 
spise the use of material things in our 
scientific treatment of sick people. 

Christian science was neither Chris- 
tian nor yet scientific. It was not 
Christian because its logical result and 
tendency is to declare Christ a fraud, 
who made believe that he suffered 
while he did not. It was unscientific 
because it was opposed to all the scien- 
tific deductions and discoveries of some 
of the master minds of the world. Stick 
a pin into a Christian scientist and he 
says he feels no pain. But do not take 
this statement for gospel truth. Get a 
pin and a Christian scientist and make 
your own experiment as to the non-ex- 
istence of pain in the persons of this 
sect. It was too absurd to go down 
in a Christian land and a scientific age. 

Mental healing, so called, was a pow- 
erful agent in alleviating distress and 
pain. A physician tries to get his pa- 
tient’s mind in a right frame, knowing 
that he is helped thereby. A _ great 
many diseases are imaginary, as emi- 
nent medical testimony asserts. Hence, 
when an imaginary disease is to be 
expelled the mind alone is quite com- 
petent to expel it. 

Faith cure, or healing in answer to 
prayer; was scriptural. The Bible 
speaks of many such cases and in- 
stances. The church has prayer for the 
sick, and if we pray for the sick, and 
yet believe that God cannot heal, we 
are mocking Him. God, as the great 
omnipotent God, can heal every sick- 
ness, disease and disorder if it only is 
His will to do so. But there have been 
hundreds of cases where prayer, ear- 
nest, faithful prayer, had been offered 
to God to heal the sick, yet the sick 
died. It was God’s will. 

Then there was medical treatment, 
scientific diagnosis, and scientific hand- 
ling of diseases. People can testify to 
the fact that scientific medical treat- 
ment has restored them to health. The 
Bible says God giveth a medicine to 
heal our sickness. Christ told us ‘“‘They 
that are whole need not a physician, 
but they that are sick,”’ thus recogniz- 
ing the good of physicians in sickness, 
We are stark, staring mad if we do not 
recognize that a skilled physician is in 
God's hands a powerful agent for heal- 
ing sickness and disease. Christ gave 
us the example of anointing the blind 
with clay and spittle to teach us not to 
despise material remedies in healing 
the sick. 

We have, then (dismissing Christian 

science as denying the existence of dis- 
ease, and, therefore, not properly com- 
ing into the discussion,) mental heal- 
ing, faith cure, and medical treatment, 
as three much-discussed methods for 
healing the sick. Are they opposed fo 
each other? Not necessarily. Are we to 
condemn any one of them, or all of 
them? Not at all. Experience has 
shown us that we cannot reject any, 
for all have their proper functions. If 
Christ healed in different ways, we 
must recognize different methods today. 
The trouble is that there are so many 
narrow-minded people who cannot see 
that a result need not always be ob- 
tained the same way. The practicing 
physician is apt to sneer at the re- 
ported faith cure, and the faith curist 
is apt to despise the practicing physi- 
cian, who is every day doing the work 
God gave him to do in the world. God 
does not bind Himself to any one 
method, but He tells us to use the ma- 
terial things which He has made for our 
use and benefit, and also to pray to Him 
for whatsoever we need. There is no 
contradiction. All power is from God. 
He does just what He knows to be best 
for man, and if He heals sickness by 
power of mind over matter, or by 
prayer, or by faith, or by medical treat- 
ment, so long as we are healed, we need 
not question as to methods. People in 
Los Angeles are going wild over a re- 
ported case of divine healing by means 
of prayer. If men prayed oftener they 
would get more results. But, while we 
open our eyes wide at this miracle, if 
it be true, do not let us forget that 
scientific medical treatment is prolong- 
ing the lives of hundreds of persons in 
our own city, and that is just as much 
God's work as the other, for God gave 
man the knowledge to accomplish these 
results. 
That denomination which poses as the 
future church is certainly full of un- 
pardonable self-conceit. All our de- 
nominations will make fine contribu- 
tions ta the church which is to be.

made no two souls that can believe or 
reason exactly alike, and because Prov- 
idence designed that the people should 
enigrate and possess the whole earth. 
These divine intentions were the gods 
that came down and confounded them. 
Alexander, Napoleon, Rome and Chal- 
dea failed to establish and perpetuate 
world-empires, because the age was 
not ready for such large unions. In 
the early ages the Roman Catholic 
Church aimed to establish the univer- 
sal church, and it failed for the same 
reasons as those empires failed. Today 
the railroads, steamships, books, pa- 
pers, or travel, great expositions, like 
the Chicago fair, the growth of inter- 
national law, and great empires, like 
Russia, Germany, America, England, 
are bringing about the union of man- 
kind; and the beautiful .dream of the 
Catholic Church will yet come true, 
We see signs of the future universal 
church in the apparent willingness of 
the Greek Church and the present 
gracious, tactful and noble Pope to dis- 
cuss the questions concerning a_ re- 
union, and in the interdenominational 
exchanges of Christian courtesies, and 
in the congress of the great world re- 
ligions in Chicago: Some day there will 
be “One Lord, one faith, one baptism,” 
and no one of our present denomina- 
tions «will be the universal church. 

TEMPLE ST. CHRISTIAN CHURCH 

To an audience somewhat affected by 
the heat the Rev. <A. C. Smither 
preached a sermon yesterday morning 
upon “Greatness,” in which he dweit 
upon the different conception put upon 
greatness by Christ than that of the 
world’s estimate of it. There are four 
classes of persons who challenge the 
attention of the masses and whom the 
masses think great. ‘Those of royalty 
or royal blood are the subjects of great 
praise and adulation, as evinced of late 
by the royal marriage in ‘England. 
Royalty is less admired in this country 
and century, however, than in Europe 
and in previous ages. The possession 
of the dollar commands the worship of 
the American. The maker of large 
sums of it commands any man to the 
rank of the great men of the country. 
Political preferment and official sta- 
tion seem places of greatness to many. 
gUsually it is a great office filled by 
small men. Another thing, the posses- 
sion of a great mind still more com- 
mands the admiration of men and prop- 
erty, too, for in this man reaches up 
toward the divine. 

Christ changed all previous concep- 
tions of greatness and based it upon 
service. Those who are truly great are 
the ones who have rendered great ser- 
vice to the race. The immortals among 
men are those embalmed in ‘man’s 
memory because of acts of beneficence 
and unselfishness. Leontdas’s and 
Washingten’s memories can never die 
because they. gave their lives in de- 
fense of human freedom and liberty. 
The truly great in literary achieve- 
ments, such as Milton, Pope, Scott, Ma- 
cauley and Dickens, will ever be held 
in reverence by men because they 
breathed great inspirations into the 
race. The great inventors and discov- 
erers and thinkers were the advance 
guards, the heralds of true civilization, 
calling men to grander achievements 
and developments, bidding them as- 
cend closer to God, where they might 
catch glimpses of the truly divine and 
be bathed in the atmosphere of God. 
A race that would forget such heroes 
would be worthy only of eternal obliv- 
ion. What can be said of the grand 
spirits who have given their all for the 
race in the development of Christian- 
ity? On the summit of the world’s 
highest achievements must ever live 
the memories of such men as Campbell, 
Wesley, Calvin, Luther, Paul. Why? 
Because they gave grand minds, grand 
hearts and lives to the race for its ame- 
lioration and its redemption. Infinitely 
grander is the reverence due Him in 
whom was blended the human and di- 
vine, who was God manifest in the 
flesh, giving for man a grand life and 
filling the soul with noble inspirations, 
and pointing it to infinite possibilities. 

Service, then, to God and fellow-man 
is the keynote of Christ’s mission 
among men. Service is the Jacob's lad- 
der on which men may ascend from the 
bondage of sin to the very presence of 
God. It is that that will admit men to 
a place among the truly great, heaven's 
immortals. 

At the evening service Rev. H. El- 
liott Ward, recently from Ohio, 
preached a good sermon upon the 
“Live Wills Essential’ to Salvation.”’ 

FIRST BAPTIST CHURCH. 
_Rev. Richard Garton, D.D., State su- 
perintendént’ of ‘the Children’s Home 
Society, occupied the pulpit of the First 
Baptist Church yesterday morning. Dr. 
Garton was educated at Shurtleff Col- 
lege, Illinois, while Dr. D. Read was 
president of that institution, and hence 
it is befitting that the venerable pastor 
of the First Chureh should give a cor- 
dial welcome to his former pupil. 
Aside from this pleasant reminiscence 
in the lives of these excellent divines, 
Dr. Read, some years ago, succeeded 
Dr. Garton as pastor of one of the lead- 
ing churches in lowa; and thus the in- 
terweaving of their consecrated lives 
has been interesting. Dr. Garton has 
recently come to California from Iowa, 
where, for more than a score of years, 
he was known and recognized as one of 
the most faithful and successful Bap- 
tist pastors in that State, enjoying to 
a remarkable extent the entire con- 
fidence and Christian love of all his 
ministerial brethren, 

Dr. Garton is a tall, fine-looking spec- 
imen of Western manhood, just in his 
prime, a ready and fluent talker, and a 
man that readily impresses his hearers 
with his earnestness and outcropping 
evidences of his sincere personal piety. 

Taking his text from Luke xii, 1-5, 
“Take heed and beware of covetous- 
ness: for a man’s life consisteth not 
in the abundance of the things which 
he possesseth,’’ and, speaking entirely 
without notes, Dr. Garton said: 

“Christ's mission to this world was to 
live, suffer and die, that guilty man 
might be saved. Also to give a true 
ideal in life and a true idea of life. 
Christ was a philosopher. He gave the 
true philosophy of life. He showed by 
His own life how men ought to live. 
Sin had defaced, if not effaced, from 
man thf true ideal of God’s perfect 
created man. Christ restored it in Him- 
self. He was the perfect man. His 
life among the children of men, under 
all conditions, is a true idea of a life in 
the present world. He taught and em- 
phasized it in all His words and actions. 
He ever sought to get the true idea 
into the lives of the people. They were 
in danger of making the material 
things pre-eminent. Thus, it is not in 
having large, possessions, but in using 
all things God gives in the right way. 
Man can appropriate to himself just so 
much and no more. 

“Hle is limited as to capacity. He 
ean enjoy and receive benefit from the 
things of this life only as the mind, 
heart, and his whole being is culti- 
vated and enlarged. A true life very 
largely consists in making what we 
have and are over to other lives. Christ 
‘lived not unto Himself, but gave Him- 
to us. Christ's disciples are ex- 
pected to de as He did, ministering to 
| others, going about doing good: A well- 
spent life for God and humanity brings 
its own reward in time and in eternity. 
/ Such shall have the ‘Well done’ now, 
and at the right hand of God, ‘I was 
a-hungered and ye fed me.’ ‘Inasmuch 
as ye did it unto the least of these, ye 


did it unto me.’ 

| “To live is to live Christ im all 
things, and to manifest Him to the chil- 
dren of men.” 

- After concluding his sermon Dr. Gar- 
'ton briefly referred to his special work, 
| saving the children, gathering up the 
innocent and helpless little ones, and 
| putting them into Christian homes, and 
| was gratified by receiying a very gen- 


erous donation for the society he rep- 
resents. 
PACIFIC GOSPEL UNION. 

The usual large crowd was in at- 
tendance at the hall of the Pacific Gos- 
pet Union on Spring stréet ast night. 
Maj. Hilton, the superintendent, spoke 
from the words, ‘‘Watch and pray” re- 
corded in Matthew xxvi, 41. Jesus had 
left the disciples for a brief time, and 
on His return He discovered the dis- 
ciples asleep. The Lord rebuked them, 
in these words, ‘““‘What, could ye not 
watch with Me one hour? Watch and 
Pray that ye enter not into tempta- 
tion.” The devil is always on the 
watch to entrap the souls of the dis- 
¢iples of Christ. The power of God is 
the same today as it ever was. The 
first thing to do is to pray; and then 
to watch that we fall not into tempta- 
tion. It is farcical for a man to pray 
God to deliver him from temptation 
and then lie down and ZO to sleep. 
It is absurd for a man to pray that he 
may quit drinking liquor, and then 
make a bee-line for a saloon. It 


to sanctify his heart, on Sunday, and 
then post off to the theater or ball or 
cardroom on Monday night. Praying 
without watching is like faith without 
works, useless. Watch and pray are 
twin brothers. Sin is like a thief in 
the night. Sin is the most treacherous 
enemy. We need to be always on our 
guard against sin. Young people often 
ask, “Is this or that wrong?” Chris- 
tian people have no time to waste ask- 
ing what is wrong; life is too short. 
We must watch lest when sin attacks 
us we be found asleep. The world 
laughs at the children of God, and 
ridicule and sneer at them; calls them 
fanatics and even often resorts to ma- 
licious slanders to discourage God's 
children in their work, but the true 
child of God watches and prays, and 
thanks God for the persecution. A 
ship on the ocean had sprung a leak, 
and all the crew worked the pumps 
until they were exhausted. The cap- 
tain noticing one man who was doing 
nothing to help, asked him why it 
was, and received the answer, “I'm a 
passenger."’ The ship was saved, not 
through the ‘“passenger.’’

Eckels’s remarks, that the financial storm 
is butthe natural and necessary reaction 
of undue and reckless speculation, The 
Times does more to put the people in the 
right road to a proper settlement of the 
vexing question than would pages of parti- 
san denunciation. It is weli that people 
should know and comprebend that what- 
ever President Cleveland or ex-President 
Harrison may have done, or left undone, 
the causes of this, and all similar commer- 
cial revulsions, lie very much deeper than 
the personality of any President. 

There is one thing more thatevery man 
and every voter should be made to feel. It 
isthis.. Of all the vexing political prob- 
lems which the world is called upon to 
grapple with and settle, the financial prob- 
lem is the one upon which the wisest finan- 
cial experts and the deepest political stu. 
dents have shown that they were quite as 
likely to mistake as the common, sensible 
business man and citizen. 

The whole history of finance proves this. 
Its pathway is strewn with the unversiftied, 
coleful predictions made by financial stu- 
dents and professional money-handlers, as 
to this or that method orpolicy. Evidently 
President Cleveland does not know. Evi- 
dently John Sherman does not know. Ev!i- 
dently the American people look to no man 
upon the political stage as the Moses who 
will lead them out of this financial bond- 
age. But the good, common sense, the pa- 
tient, honest intelligence of all the people, 
is greater than that of any Necker or Pitt 


or Hamilton, of any Cleveland or Sherman, | 


and that can and must and will do it. 

The conclusion of the whole: matter is 
that the people can be trusted in this as in 
most other things.

point. At noon the entire party was 
hoisted up the great inclined railway, 
which is destined to make Echo Moun- 
tain famous. 

Seated about the verandas of the 
hotel on the plateau, which, seen from 
the valley below, seems but little more 
than a shelf carved out on the forbid- 
ding front of the great wall which 
heaves its bulk against the sky, the 
party was lost in admiration of the 
beautiful panorama spread out beneath 
them. At their feet the flowering slopes 
of Altadena merge into the vine and 
orchard-decked distance; beyond, Pasa- 
dena is set out from the plain 
like a gigantic checker-board; further 
yet in the hazy distance Los 
Angeles appears through the gap at 
Highland Park, while away off against 
the horizon a white line shows where 


old ocean pushes his ceaseless waves” 


against the sandy shore, and Catalina 
rears aloft a darksome line, which 
seems more like a rising cloud in the 
hazy atmosphere than a bit of terra 
firma, 

Yonder a reservoir sparkles like a 
great mirror in the sun; sweeping 
around curves and over trestles the 
railway looks like the crooked pathway 
of a giant serpent; five Mundred acre 
farms are dwarfed by the distance until 
they seem but patches of cultivation 
the size of a city-lot, and handsome 
villas, surrounded by lawns and shrub- 
bery, are scareely larger to the eye 
than ‘a baby’s building block. 

It is a beautful, awsome scene, and 
the little party which looked upon it 
yesterday reveled not only in the view 
but in the champagney atmosphere of 
the lofty altitude, and the fresh breeze 
which blew up from the Pacific with 
a touch so gentle that it would smooth 
the wrinkles from the brow of care. 

The descent down the sixty- foot in- 
cline has the tendency to make the 
flesh creep, but once made is a sensa- 
tion one would not care to miss. Soon 
after the descent an elegant lunch was 
served, the party afterward ascending 
the romantic and picturesque canyon, 
which was one of the pleasantest epi- 
sodes of the day. 

At 5 o’clock the return trip was made, 
Mr. ages oe and a few members of the 
party stopping off at Pasadena for a 
drive about the city, during which time 
they were handsomely entertained at 
Prof. Lowe's elegant home, after which 
the train was resumed to this city, 
which was reached at 7:30 o’clock. 

The day was greatly enjoyed by Mr, 
Clarkson and his friends, all of whom 
expresed themselves as charmed with 
the country. They will remain in 
town until Wednesday, during which 
time other pleasures and courtesies will 
be tendered them. 


TO THE MOUNTAIN TOP. 


A Saddie> Excursion to the Summit of Mt. 
Lowe. 


After the visitors had taken in the 


sights at Echo Mountain, including an 
inspection of the well-equipped power 
plant and the bright, new cottage with 
its magnificent outlook, most of them 
descended to Hotel Rubio by the cable 
incline; while a small party prepared 
for a mule-back trip to the summit of 
Mt. Lowe. The party consisted of Prof. 
Lowe, T. D. Stimson, Mr. Conroy, Col: 
Otis, and Ragan, the Hibernian drago- 
man. Mounted on well-trained and 
sure-footed animals, the party started 
up the mountain at 2 o'clock, and for 
four hours kept their saddles, riding 
over a trail which is a maze of sinuosi- 
ties, and in places very steep, but 
withal good and safe. Climbing higher 
‘and higher, the peerless panorama be- 
low spread itself out more and more, 
unfolding to the beholders scenes of 
grandeur and beauty little understood 
when viewed from the lower altitudes, 
When the summit of Mt. Lowe was 
reached, the gay and debonair young- 
sters dismounted. This is the present 
end of the burro trail, the site of a 
future hotel, and the destination of 
Lowe's electric mountain road. Turn- 
ing their seeking eyes southward, the 
party proceeded to take in the wide-ex- 
tended and matchless view. There, 
spread out before them in alluring 
beauty, lay the lower ranges and the 
foothills; the vine-clad and bosky vales 
of the San Gabriel and the San Fer- 
nando; the cities of Pasadena and Los 
Angeles, with the fertile and home-dot- 
ted plains lying seaward from the city: 
the coast line lapped by the curling 
waves; Santa Monica, Redondo, San 
Pedro and Long Beach; the Palos 
Verdes hills and the high mountain line 
of Catalina Island. To the right and. 
below could be seen the Grand Canyon 
and lesser gorges, and further away to 
the west rose range upon range of 
mountains, to the number of half a 
score, ending in the distant Sespe, 
which’ flanks the valley of the Santa 
Clara in Ventura county. To the left 
was Wilson’s Peak, on which the white 
tents of Martin’s Camp glittered in the 
sun; and further away rose Old Baldy, 
grand, massive and bare-browed, with 
his head shoved high into the blue em- 
pyrean. To the northward could be 
seen Barley Flats, Pine Fiats and the 
still higher mountain range that cuts 
off the Mojave desert) from view. 
Nearer by rose the peak thatis destined 
for Observatory Point, and which has 
already been surveyed with that endig 
view. 

The whole panorama constituted a 
spectacular treat nowhere else to be 
enjoyed in the wide world; and the 
sight-seers ‘were SO overcome by it that 
they were compelled to consult the pros 
fessor’s medicine chest for liquid relief, 

Then they rode down the mountain 
and came straight home to Los <An- 
geles, wiser and more tender than when 
they mounted “them mules.”

ARIZONA NEWS. 


Economy Sought for the Terri- 
torial Prison, | 


Rains and Floods Damage the Railroads and 
Help the Ranches—What California 
is Getting from Arizona 
Pleasure-seekers.

PHOENIX, July 19.—The Territorial 
prison has been Arizona's biggest ex- 
pense. Changes are being instituted, in 
the concern. Heretofore the prisoners 
made considerable money from the 
making of trinkets from onyx, etc., 
purchasing the rough material. Here- 
after the onyx will be purchased by 
the Territory and most of the income 
from trinkets go to the Territory. The 
manufacture of shoes is also contem- 
plated. 

Work will be under way on the new 
Bowie and Thomas Railroad in thirty 
days.

oats and barley as any place in the Ter- 
ritory. They are finishing the 
fifth reservoir this summer, and are 
obliged to tunnel through the mal pais 
rock a distance of 500 feet to get the 
water out, which Work is nearly com- 
pleted. 

The Chamber of Commerce at Phoe- 
nix has a fine fruit Cisplay. 

One business house at Tempe has 
purchased five carloads of sacks for use 
in handling this season's grain crop in 
that vicinity. 

The Arizona Fruit Company has been 
reorganized in Chicago to handle ship- 
ments from this Territory. 

Yuma vicinity is attracting much at- 
tention as a fruit-growing region. 

Arizona has 4,891,708 acres of public 
land surveyed and ready for entry, and 
18,076,333 acres government land unsur- 
veved. 

Of the Wolfley dam, near Gila Bend, 
under which many Californians have 
land, the Gila Bend Arizonan says of 
the safety of the dam. ‘We can as- 
Sure all doubters, truthfully and hon- 
estly, that this dam will prove a suc- 
cess, and that there will be plenty of 
water for the ranchers by September 
1, Supt. McMillan is now in Califor- 
nia for the purpose of giving the people 
there an assurance of this fact.”

The City’s $10,000 Suit on Trial 


= Tomorrow. 


Facts of the Case—Important Meeting of 
Orange-growers — Crowds in the 
Mountains —Personals and 
Local Brevities. 


On Tuesday morning the suit brought by 
the Savings Bank of Southern California 
against the city of Pasadena to foreclose a 


mortgage of $10.000 will come up*for trial 
before Judge Shaw of the Superior Court. 
The facts of the case are these: On April 


16, 1887, the city

from Samuel B. Haunt. The purchase price 
was $37,500, and the title was taken in the 
name of bE. Turner, trustee. The land 
Was wanted for sewerfarm purposes. Of 


the above amount $15,000 was p#™ in 


cash. The balance, $17,500, was due April 
16, 1888, with accrned interest. Hunt had 
placed a mortgace of $10,000 on the prop 


erty, given to one Smith. Smith seld the 
mortgage to the Savings Bank of Southern 
California, of whith institution Hunt was 
at that time secretary and treasurer. 

In April, 1888, the city was ready on the 
appointed date to pay the balance remain- 
ing due onthe farm. The mortgage was 
still outstanding. Frank J. Polley was at 
that time City Attorney and James H. Cam- 
bell City Clerk. These gentlemen cailed at 
the savings bank in Los Angeles and told 
Hunt that they were ready topayup. A 
deed for the release of the mortgage was, 
however, demanded. Hunt made out the 
deed, and then accompanied Polley and 
Cambell to the Recorder's office, where the 
mortgage was released in due form in the 
name of the bank. The money was paid 
over, the necessary papers was drawp up 
and signed, and the transaction Was at an 
end. 

That is, the city thought it was. That 
was the last heard of the matter until one 
day in October, 1891, eighteen months 
after the last payment on the property had 
been made, when the savings bank sued 
the city to recover $10,000, the amount of 
the mortgage, which money, it was alleged, 
the bank had never received. Investiga- 
tion proved that while the money had been 
paid overthe bank counter and the mort- 
gage duly released on the booksof the 
County Recorder, the city officials had neg- 
lected to take uptwo notes of $5000 each 
held by the bank against Hunt on the mort- 
gace. In other words, Hunt got the $10.- 
000-from the city, but the bank didn't. At 
least the bank makes affidavit to this effect. 
Hunt continued to pay interest to the bank 
on the $10,000, and the bank's officiais 
claim that they knew nothing of the 
payment or release of the mortgage 
until within a few months prior 
to the death of Hunt, which oc- 
curred in December, 1890. 4¥or some 
reason or other as yet unknown, after be- 
ing sv informed, the bank officials neg- 
lected to communicate with the city rela- 
tive to the pucullar tactics Hunt 
ployed inthe transaction, aud it was not 
until ten months after Hunt's death that 
the suit was brought, which was the first 
intimation the city had thatthere had been 
any flaw in the proceedings. Since that 
time there have been no important devel- 
opments in the case. It will no doubt be 
hotly contested, and much interest will be 
manifested here in the result. 

CROWDS AT RUBIO CANYON,

HE*SAW THE VALLEY. 


An Eastern Editor Writes of His 
Observations. 


Los Angeles a Marvelous City With a 
Great Future—Pasadena and Her 
Beauties—A Novel 
Railroad. 


In the July number of the New York 
Street Railway Journal its editor, C. B. 
Fairchild, who traveled for eight 
months investigating topics of intérest 
to street railway men, writes interest- 
ingly of what he saw in Los Angeles 
and Pasadena. Much of his article is 
necessarily devoted to street railway 
interests, which are subjects of most 
excellent illustrations, but Mr. Fair- 
child, being an observant man, could 
not fail to note many of the features 
of the localities he visited. He says: 

‘‘Los Angeles is located in the center 
of the citrus fruit culture in California, 
and Los Angeles county, besides pro- 
ducing oranges, lemons and limes in 
great abundance, raises to perfection 
all kinds of fruits, including grapes, 
olives, apricots, peaches, pears, necta- 
rines and figs; also’.almonds, English 
walnuts, and every variety of small 
fruits. But the products are by no 
means confined to the luxuries; the 
staples, including corn, wheat, barley, 


oats, potatoes and all varieties of veg- | 


etables, grow to perfection. . 

Here the farmer is not the sport of the 
season as he is in the East, for the cli- 
mate does not play with him in the 
way of storms and cyclones, so that 
by the exercise of a reasonable amount 
of intelligent labor the uniform climate 
insures success, and the marvelously 
fine climate offers to the settler a more 
pleasant home than can be found else- 
where in the United States. 

“Los Angeles has probably had in its 
history the most phenomenal develop- 
ment of any city in the country, hav- 
ing grown from a city of 11,000 to 50,000 
people in a period of eight years. . . 
It has now become a most beautiful 
city of more than 70,000 people, and 

. « « it will doubtless reach the high 
water mark that its early projectors 
anticipated. . 

“The natural advantages of soil and 
climate, and the marvelous energy and 
pluck of its business men are not the 
only factors that attract one to this 
region. The whole-hearted hospitality 
and intelligence of its people add a 
charm to the external conditions which 
makes the desire to remain and cast 
one’s lot with them almost irrisistible. 

“Southern California, from every 
point of view, is one of the most desir- 
able pleasure resorts in the world. Win- 
ter, as we understand it in the East, 
does not exist, and the climate is said 
to resemble in general character that 
of Italy, without any of the depressing 
physical effects common to the foreign 
climates. Exhilarating air accompanies 
the mildness of the temperature, as it 
does nowhere else. The flowers blad6m 
in. great profusion the year around; 
strawberries and other fruits are mid- 
winter luxuries. Not only is it a pleas- 
ure resort, but it is one of the best lo- 
calities in the world for a person seek- 
ing a home in a mild and vigorous cli- 
mate. In all Southern California there 
is no spot more desirable than Pasa- 
dena, the Crown of the Valley. ... 
The valley is justly famed as a fruit- 
growing locality, while the environs of 
the city present a picture of exquisite 
loveliness, with miles of broad streets 
and avenues, ved and beautified with 
palms and other ornamental trees, and 
in some directions traversing extensive 
orange and lemon groves, and orchards 
of olives and deciduous fruit trees, 
among which are everywhere nestled 
magnificent and almost palatial resi- 
dences, tasteful and home-like cottages, 
and here and there great hotels, 
richly furnished and surrounded with 
lawns and gardens in which flourish 
plants from every clime. . ll 
these things combined make this local- 
ity irresistibly attractive, and it is 
worth a trip across the continent to see 
and enjoy its beauties. In our opinion, 
any one who is able owes it to himself 
and family to make at least one visit 
to this region, as the memory of it 
would ever be cherished as a pleasant 
picture. . . 

“During the winter and spring tour- 
ists visiting Pasadena can, by the Pas- 
adena Mountain Railroad, be taken, in 
half.an hour, from the bleoming orange 
groves and flower gardens of the valley 
up above the snow-line and into the 
cold winter regions of the mountains, 
this being the only place in the country, 
if not in the world, where the extremes 
of temperature and climatic conditions 
can be so quickly exchanged.

enterprise in which this same person is 
the originator and moving spirit, and 
which has for its object ready access 
for all to high altitudes, without the 
ee dangers of a balloon ascen- 
sion. 

“As the name of Prof. T. S. C. Lowe 
became familiar in army circles be- 
cause of his connection with this unique 
balloon branch of military service, and, 


Jater, widely known as the inventor 


and perfector of water gas apparatus, 
so his name is likely to become familiar 
with street railway circles by" his con- 
nection with the Pasadena Mountain 
Railroad. . . . The construction and 
operation of this line embraces many 
novel features.”’ 


Rainmaking in Texas. 

(New York Press:) Gen. R. G. Dyren- 
forth, who is known as the “rain- 
maker,” from his experiments in pro- 
ducing rain by artificial methods, is in 
the city. He is an enthusiast on the 
subject of rain-making. He believes 
that it is possible, by the aid of sci- 
ence, to make rain even in the Desert 
of Sahara. “I do not know,” he said, 
“‘whether the Secretary Agriculture 
will continue the rain-making experi- 
ments which were commenced under 
the last administration. I am not in- 
terested a ceht personally in the ques- 
tion, but, as a matter of cold fact, 
based on my experiments, I believe 
that rain.can be produced at will. The 
region in Texas where we conducted 
our experiments was a most arid one. 
The earth was parched and not a tree 
was in sight. We produced the first 
‘grass’ rain in eighteen months. I 
have no doubt that rain-making will be 
carried on in portions of the country as 
@ practical thing. It will be cheaper 
than building dams for irrigating pur- 
poses,”’

IN COOKERY. 

How the Appetite May Be Tempted by Artis- 
tic Garnishing. 
phia Press.) The scientific 
lsaach of cookery Comprises the devis- 
ing of disies and satices. The artistic 
branch constitutes the art of garnish- 
ing, aud this:plays a most important 
part in the outcome of the kitchen, as, 
hy.means of it, dishes please the eye 
before they please the palate. First 
impressions go agreat way, and when 
one sense is captivated by an agree- 
able and inviting appearance the dish 
must must be bad indeed, which fails to 
stand the more searching ordeal of 
taste... Besides, people who suffer from 
jaded appetites have a better chance of 
eating their dinner when the dishes 
which are-put before them are pleasant 

to the sight. 

Art, however, is not‘athing to be 
taught. You may show aman how to 
mix colors, but youcannot teach him how 
to use them. I will only attempt to ex- 
plain.that what ia cookery is meant by 
garnishing is not the traditional parsley 
of the cook, and I will describe what 
cooks, properly so called. mean by gar- 
nishing, of what garnishes are made, 
and how the different materials are pre- 
pared forthe purpose. 
tions of these things are too infinite to 
allow of more than a very general expo- 
sition. They wholly depend on the tal- 
ent, skill and taste of the operator. 
The one and great thingto avoid as 
much as possible is the using for pur- 


poses of gatnishing things which arc | 


not eatable. 

‘Garniture,’’ which is rendered ‘into 
English by “garnish,’’ may be defined 
asallthatis added tothe chief mate- 
rial, which constitutes the dish. Thus 
tomato sauce ina dish of cutlets or fried 
potatoes around asteak cre garnishes. 
These things fall naturally under two 
great heads—the hot garnishes, which 
accompany every 
cold garnishes, which go with cvld 
Vegetables are the 
By 
judicious, combinations they will pro- 
duce. very, pretty.cffects of color... For 
instance, turnips, potatoes, artichokes, 
cauliflowers, celery and vegetables 
marrows will give whites: carrots, to- 
matoes, beet roots supply the reds; 
trufiies and mushrooms, blacks; and 
then there arethe endless shades of 
green given by beans, peas, sprouts, 
cucumbers, asparagus, etc. 

To be used, all ‘such vegetables as 
will admit of it must be cut into uni- 
form shapes by, what are called vegeta+ 
ble cutters, the successful use of which 
requires some practice. Vegetables are 
usually. cut. before cooking. If pre- 
ferred they may be cut with a knife. 
They should always be hot when sent to 
the table. Besides the cut vegetables, 
mashed potatoes are also used for gar- 
nishing. After being mashed shape in 
various forms, or they may be made 
into croquets. 

Bread sippets, which are used to gar- 
nish many dishes, should be invariably 
fried in butter, and fried to a uniform 
color allover. They ought to be cut 
out of stale bread, and should be of the 
same shape and thickness. 

Force meat, quenelles, tongue, hard- 
boiled eggs, olives, etc., are all used in 
garnishing. In the matter of gar- 
nishes for cold dishes there is a wide 
scope for artistic feeling. Cold meats 
may be ornamentcd with jelly, parsley 
or curled garden cress, which, while it 
resembles parsley, has the advantage of 
being eatable when raw. But it is with 
salads the greatest taste maybe dis- 
played, and patience, too, will be re- 
quired.
